And What Have You

One cannot express too much 
pride in the citizenship of Hamlin 
people after Saturday’s vote in the 
School Trustee election. With only 
275 votes cast in the contested race 
it means that only about IO percent 
of those of voting age took the time 
to qualify themselves and vote. 
If everyone that voted had child­ 
ren in school it would still mean 
that only approximately one-third 
of the parents voted. 
While people around the world 
are dying for the right to vote, we 
who have the privilege are too lazy 
to take advantage of it. 
All this means that durn few 
people even have the right now to 
gripe about any part of how our 
school system is run. 
Everyone gripes about how the 
federal government is getting too 
big and that more control should be 
exercised at the local levtri, but then 
they prove that they are not even in­ 
terested in that part of government 
that is right here. 


This same form of inaction is 
going to cause the taxpayers of Ham­ 
lin more money this coming year if 
things continue in Austin the way 
they are headed. For it looks I ike 
any chance of changing the method 
of determining state-aid to schools 
is dead this year. 
The ineauities in the present 
system will just be compounded when 
the state legislature increases the 
te a c h e r s 'salaries and adds toother 
expenses 
of 
running 
our local 
schools. 
Instead of the Hamlin School Dis­ 
trict saving $18,000 to $20,000 un­ 
der the present costs by the Fair 
Market value method of determining 
state aid we will continue to pay this 
and still have to pay more than our 
share of these new expenses. 
Allot this is because the people 
who would have gained from a change 
in toe system did not take the time 
to let their representatives know 
how 
important the matter was to 
them. 
For some reason we never seem 
to get as excited about saving mon­ 
ey as we do about having our costs 
increase. 
A minority of people of the state 
have made so much noise in Austin 
that it looks like the legislature is 
going to forget equalizing the school 
tax load across the state. 
The lack of understanding on 
this issue has been amazing as you 
find people opposing the change that 
would actually benefit from it—but 
they just do not take the time to un­ 
derstand what the changes would 
do 
to them. 


Joey Duncan, a high school sen­ 
ior, talked to the Lions Club the 
other day about his and Pat P e rrin ’s 
trip to Austin to lobby for the lower­ 
ing of the voting age. Joey, and we 
agree with him, thinks that the vot­ 
ing age should be lowered to 19 but 
not to 18. 
Since many students turn 18 while 
still in high school it would appear 
to us that this is just a little toe 
young. 
It would likely create some 
problems if high school 
students 
could vote. 
The mock elections held bv gov­ 
ernment classes in high school are 
good training grounds but one can 
only wonder what they would turn 
into if they were no longer mock and 
were for real. We are afraid that 
there is still too much influence bv 
teachers for high school students to 
vote their own convictions. 
The plan before the legislature 
is for a constitutional vote on lower­ 
ing the permissible age to 18 or 19 
and then let the legislature set the 
age limit. 
This plan has merit in 
that it would call for only one con­ 
stitutional vote but still leave some 
flexibility’ in determining the voting 
age.

There is no way to accurate­ 
ly estimate the dollor dam age 
done to the U. S. cotton in­ 
dustry in general and the R ol­ 
ling Plains cotton industry in 
particular by the 
longshore­ 
man’s strike 
that has now 
had West Gulf ports tied up 
for well over three months. 
But, according to officials 
of Rolling Plains Cotton Grow­ 
ers, Inc., it is no exaggeration 
to say that millions of dollars 
are being lost in storage costs 
on cotton awaiting shipment 
and that untold more millions 
will be lost 
in cotton sales 
opportunities, some which arc 
gone forever. 
An estimated 720,000 bales 
of cotton, much of it West 
Texas cotton, worth over SIO 
million and costing over $1 
million dollars 
a month to 
store, are now stacked up at 
Texas 
port*, 
principally 
at 
Galveston and Houston. These 
two ports account for three 
quarters of all U. S. cotton 
exports in a normal year. 
Textile mills all over the 
world are awaiting delivery 


of this cotton. But even worse 
is the fact that there are also 
textile mills all over the world 
who are NOT waiting — they 
waited as long as they could, 
then switched their orders for 
cotton to Mexico, Brazil, Paki­ 
stan or some other cotton ex­ 
porting 
country’ 
that 
could 
make delivery. 
Obviously 
some 
of 
these 
mills w ill be pleased with the 
cotton and the service they 
are able to get from other ex­ 
porters. And these will not be 
back to the U. S. as cotton 
buyers 
for 
years, 
perhaps 
never. 
Cotton producers and allied 
Industry in this country, es­ 
pecially in the Rolling Plains 
area where exports account 
for almost two thirds of the 
cotton market, will feel the 
sting of the strike long after 
the stevedores 
go back to 
work 
and the ship owners 
return to making a profit. 
Loss of exports mean loss 
of acreage and loss of pro­ 
ductions. 
And cotton is not the only 


loser. The same sorry situ­ 
ation applies 
to grain sor­ 
ghum, 
rice, 
wheat, 
some 
citrus fruits, vegetables and 
other 
agricultural 
commodi­ 
ties. 
Following a meeting of con­ 
cerned agricultural people in 
Houston on March 27 D nald 
Johnson, 
Executive 
Vice 
President 
of Plains 
Cotton 
Growers, Inc. in Lubbock said 
"Everything we can do is be­ 
ing done to get the President 
and Congress to force an end 
to the strike before hundreds 
of cotton shippers go broke 
and all our export markets 
for cotton are gone for good." 
W hile 
the President 
has 
used the “80-day provision” of 
the Taft-Hartley law', which 
is about the 
extent of his 
legal authorization to inter­ 
fere, Johnson says “ the Presi­ 
dent and Congress have not 
begun to use their tremendous 
power of influence to bring 
about an early strike settle­ 
ment.” 
The most recent U SD A ex- 
timate places total U. S. cot­ 
ton exports at a meager 2.7 
million bales for the 1968-69 
marketing year, 
down from 
4 2 million bales exported in 
1967-68 and 800.000 bales be­ 
low’ V SD A ’s original estimate 
for this year’s exports. 
Probably 500,000 bales of 
that drop is a direct result of 


the long strike which has had 
the effect of shortening the 
marketing year by at least 
four months. Both parties to 
the strike are agreed that it 
w ill be a month 
after the 
strike is settled before the 
ports 
can 
resume 
normal 
operations.

MC Technican Gives Hints On 


Control of Mesquite. Brush 


Continuing 
Invasion 
of 
noxious brush and shrubs on­ 
to native rangeland is one of 
the 
most 
acute 
problem’s 
facing Texas ranchmen today. 
Because of the ever increas­ 
ing demand for efficiency in 
Agricultural Operations, more 
attention is being placed on 
economical control methods 
to alleviate this problem. 
Research at Spur Experi­ 
ment Station over a 10-year 
period bas shown that mes­ 
quite control is worth one 
dollar per acre per year 
in 
increased cattle gains alone. 
One of the most critical 
factors contributing to this 
large cost of brush invasion 
is water. For example, Mes­ 
quite requires 1700 to 1900 
pounds of water to produce 
I pound of dry plant material, 
while only 300 to 400 pounds 
of water are necessary to pro­ 
duce I pound of many desirable 
grasses. Aireal spraying with 
phenoxy-type herbicides, Low 
Volatile Esters of 2, 4, 5, T 
should lie used for brush and 
weed control. Spraying should 
begin approximately 40 days 
alter the first green growth 
appears on the plants 
and 
continue for 40 to 50 days. 
Brook Early, a rancher in 
the Cobb Community 
has 
been carrying on a 3 to 5 
year rotation of aireal spray­ 
ing for IO to 12 years on his 
ranch. Using this method of 
repeat spraying 
Mr. Early 
has done a good job of brush 
control on his ranch. On A. 
M. G. “Swede” 
Swenson’s 
personal 
ranch 
North

Lueders, a program of aireal 
spraying and root plowing 
and seeding has been done to 
eradicate mesquite brush, us­

AUSTIN — Gov. Preston 
Smith’s first-state tax pro­ 
gram fared unexpectedly well 
in its initial legislative test. 
Anguished cries were raised 
at a House Revenue and Tax 
Committee hearing by beer, 
cigarette, coin-operated laun­ 
dry and cable television in­ 
terests at sections of a SI75 
million revenue bill directly 
affecting them. 
Of the four, however, the 
coin 
laundries 
appeared 
to 
make the most impression on 
the Committee. 
Surprisingly, not a witness 
appeared 
against 
Smith's 
proposal, contained in a sepa­ 
rate bill, to place a $10 state 
sur-tax on moving traffic vio­ 
lations. He estimated 
that 
would raise $38.5 million. 
Also, it was a surprise that 
regular 
laundry, 
cleaning, 
dyeing, parking, repair and 
machinery 
rental 
concerns 
remained silent. 
This since 
they, too, would go under the 
three percent state sales tax 
if Smith has his way. N atur­ 
ally, this may or may not in­ 
dicate consent. Extending the 
ales tax to include them would 
raise an additional $57.8 mil­ 
lion during the next two years. 
Cigarette distributors claimed 
that 
the 
$71 
million 
bite 
they would suffer, if the per- 
pack tax is raised another 
four cents 
to a total of 15 
cents, 
would 
drive

smokers and might result in 
a lass of state revenue. They 
also claim that Smith’s $6 
million tax addition for cigars 
and other tobacco products 
would lower consumption and 
virtually kill the Texas cigar 
business.
